GREAT BRITAIN 
BACKING JAPAN 


Jemands Made by the Vic. 
tors Considered Moderate, 


Not Believed at the British Foreign 
Office That Japan Will Modify 
the Terms—Hope of Peace

London, August 2!.—It was stated. at 
the foreign office today that Presiden! 
Roosevelt has not requested the British 
government to make representations to 
Japan on the question of peace. The for- 
eign office thinks it would be imperti- 
nent for the British government to re- 
quest Japan to modify her demands. The 
government believes that these demands 
ure moderate, and that Japan should 
not be deprived of the fruits of her vic- 
tory. 

The foreign office further sald it did 
not beHeve that Japan would modify the 
terms put forward at the opening of the 
conference. 

Official reports received by the govern- 
ment from Russia take a gloomy view 
of the situation. The members of the 
British cabinet are divided, some tak- 
ing the hopeful view and others believ- 
ing that all hope of peace has been dis- 


sipated, 
Germany Not Hopeful. 

Berlin, August 21!.—There has been a 
decided weakening of the confidence fell 
by government officials and members of 
the diplomatic corps that the negotia- 
tions at Portsmouth would result in a 
peace agreement. The worst symptoin, 
as it ts looked at here, is that President 
Roosevelt should have found it mecessary 
to again take action. It is pointed out 
that if the negotiations were proceeding 
smoothly toward the desired end, the 
president would not have interposed, and 
that he has done so is considered an 
indication of acute tension. One of the 
belligerents, it is said, invited the presi- 
dent to intervene. 

Whatever the president may have done, 
however, is Hkely to have been strongly 
supported by the German government, 
should outside support forward the mat- 
ter.

aealing with the present-day issues 
as was any of its prédecessors in 
dealing with the business of their 
day; especially dood he contend—and 
this is his chief-°contention—that it

The Need for Good Roads. 

The good roads question continues 
to attract widespread public interest, 
judging from the extensive discus- 
sion of the subject in the public 
press. The proposition of federal 
support in this respect seems to be 
gaining strength in the country at 
large, and the good roads proposi- 
tions as presented to recent con- 
gresses are being earnestly examined 
by many interested citizens, as the 
demand upon the capitol document 
rooms at Washington attests. These 
bills seek to enlist the financial sup- 
port of the federal government in the 
improvement of the wagon roads of 
the country, the plan being for Uncle 
Sam to supply a sum equa) to the 
sum any state will supply up to the 
maximum provided for. 

Congressman Brownlow, in explain- 


/ing the provisions of his bill, said 


that federal cooperation in the prem- 
ises was but just in order to fairly 
distribute the burden of taxation nec- 
essary to. improve the public high- 
ways. He makes this telling point: 


So long as we pursue the original meth- 


od of taxation the entire burden of cost 
for highway improvement falls wpon the 


owners of agricultural lands and the per- 
sons living in the rural districts. When 
the great mass of the people lived in the 
rural districts this was a just and equita- 
ble distribution of taxes for such pur- 
poses, but with the changed conditions of 
the present day, when one-half of the 
people live in cities, and much more than 


these cities and in the corporations that 
are so powerful at the present time, it 
is absolutely necessary that some means 
should be devised whereby the revenues 
requisite for the great improvement iat 
is called for should be derived from al] 
of the people and resources of the coun- 
try as nearly as possible, and not rest, 
as heretofore, upon the farming classes, 
who are the immediate losers by every 
failure of crops and suffer by every de- 
cline in price of agricultural products. 


Another important consideration is 
that, in the last analysis, the cities 
and towns benefit from good roads 
just as much as do the people living 
along them. It is to the interest of 
the merchant as well as of the farmer 
to have an improved system of roads 
in every part of the country. 

The development of the rural] free 
delivery system has served to bring 
the people of the country into closer 
touch with not only the towns, but 
with the federal government, than 
ever before. The government, speak- 
ing and acting for the country at 
large, has, therefore, a direct interest 
in the welfare of the people living in 
the rural sections, and the benefits 
to be derived from good roads would 
be shared not merely by those living 
upon them, but by all the people.

News from Shanghai. 

The news which comes by cable 
from. Shanghai that “the boycott 
against American goods is evidently 
weakening” will be highly welcomed 
by the cotton manufacturers and 
other business men of America. 

Perhaps, after all, this boycott 
movement was instigated by our late 
lamented friend, Mr. Wu Ting-fang, 
solely as a means of directing Amer- 


ican attention to China’s possibilities 


of real retaliation for the barbarous 
administration of our exclusion laws. 

If this was Mr. Wu’s purpose, it 
must be acknowledged he has suc- 
ceeded admirably. The beycott move- 
ment has brought to the attention of 
the business. interests of America 
the unnecessary hardship of the ex- 
clusion laws toward high class Chi- 
nese, as this could not have been 
brought in any other way. 

American sentiment on the Chinese 
question has for so many years been 
shaped by the loud-mouthed agitators 
of the San Francisco sand lots that, 
without realizing it, the great major- 
ity of the people of the United States 
have come to regard the Chinese 
coolie as the representative of his 
entire race. They have not under- 
stood that the coolie is the lowest 
type of a race containing, as every 
race does, many types. Outside those 
who have direct personal or business 
knowledge of the fact, few Americans | 
have realized that the Chinese mer- 
chant, for instance, is the highest 
type of merchant in the Orient, and 
that means a great deal; they have 
not understood that China, despite 
the fact that she is far behind the 
world, contains al] the elements going 
to make up a great people;, and they 
have not understood how deeply the 
merchants and students and scholars 
who have come to America on busi- 
ness or on pleasure nave resented the 
treatment received at the hands of of- 
ficials putting these people on the 
same plane with the lowest of the 
low. 

The boycott has touched tke Amer- 
ican pulse because it has endangered 
the American pocket; and even 
ii it should be called off, it will 
have served a good purpose in arous- 
ing the American people to a realiza- 
tion of the injustice in the administra- 
tion of our exclusion and immigration 
laws.

the United States war department when 
the terms of the Dick militia bill becomes 
of force in 1908. 

State militia officials say there is abso- 
lutely no ground for the statement which 
Was made on the floor of the house by 
opponents of this measure, that its pas- 
sage would result in the withdrawal of 
the federa] appropriation from the Geor- 
gia troops.

MAY BE HIGHER 


More Money Must Be Raised 
by Taxation This Year, 


But Every Effort Will Be Made to 
Keep It Down to 480—Tax 
Digests All in and the 
Net Increase is $37,- 
894,084. 


The governor and comptroller general | 
will fix the state tax rate the latter part 


of this week. 

Every possible effort will be made to 
keep it down as loW 4s the tax rate of | 
last year, which was $4.80 on $1,000, 
though from present indications that wil] 
be practically out of the question. 

The tax levy this year will include for 
the first time, the additional $200,000 
given to public schools from direct tax- | 
ation, this appropriation having been | 
increased to $1,000,000 in the general 
appropriations bill of 1904, and made ap- 
plicable for 1905. 

In addition to this amount the legis- 
lature which just adjourned gave $75,000 
to be immediately available for the con- 
struction of a new water works system 
at the state sanitarium, and the pension 
fund had to be increased by about $27,- 
000 on account of a deficit. 

Altogether, therefore, it will be neces- 
gary to raise about $300,000 more this 
year than last. 

Of this $300,000 increase, a little more 
than $200,000 will come as @ result of 
the increased tax valuations this year, | 
amounting to a total of $45,000,000. 
This still leaves the state under the |
